Prim ero, Colo., Feb. I.— One 
hun 


dred and forty-nine m en are believed 


to have been killed by an explosion 


in the Prim ero m ine of the Colorado 


Fuel and Iron com pany. 


S eventy-nine bodies of the victim s 


of 
the explosion 
w ere 
found 
piled 


high in a m a ss at the foot of the air 


shaft. 
W hen th e explosion occurred 


th e n u n evid en tly m ade a rush to 


esca p e through th e air shaft and w ere 


suffocated as they battled with each 
other for freedom . 
It is sh ow n by the 
tim ek eeper's records that there were 
119 m en in th e m ine at the tim e of 
the explosion. 
N on e are believed to 
be alive. 
T h e m ain shaft of th e m ine 
is com p letely wrecked. 
R escue parties are m aking desp er­ 
ate efforts to reach the interior w ork­ 
ings cut off from the outside by the 
cavin g of the main shaft. 
Three m en w ere killed at the m outh 
of the m ine slope by tha force of the 
explosion. 
Both fans with w hich the m ine is 
equipped w ere sh attered and it w as 
im p ossib le to 
enter the 
m ine 
until 
they were repaired. 
A s soon as the fans w ere repaired 
General Superin tend en t J. F. T h om p ­ 
son and a rescu e party entered by the 
m ain air shaft, but w ere unable to 
reach tin* main sh aft, w h ich is c o m ­ 
pletely blocked. 
T he party returned 
to 
the 
su rface 
after 
securin g 
five 
bodies, w h ich w ere badly burned. 
A party equipped with oxygen hel­ 
m ets replaced this party. 
T he work­ 
ings 
were 
reached 
through 
the 
air 
shaft and are now being search ed for 
more bodies. 
Miners w ere rushed to Prim ero from j 
Trinidad and neighb oring tow n s and 
are laboring frantically to clear the j 
m ain shaft, relievin g each other every i 
few m inutes, 
it is im possible to de- ; 
ter mi ne how far the main shaft has 
caved, and it m ay be days before the 
shaft is cleared and the total death 
list known. 


Little Hope for Entom bed Men. 


T here is little hope that any of the 
m en in the m ine are alive. 
Most of th e victim s are Slavs and 
H ungarians.

T he cam p is a s c e n e of indescribable 
horror. 
W h ile every ablebodied man 
is taking his turn w ith pick and shovel 
to clear the shaft, the w om en and chil 
dren, kept back by ropes, have g a th ­ 
ered about the shaft, w eep ing and call­ 
ing wildly upon their loved on es who 
have not been found. 
E xperts from all the coal cam ps of 
the state h a v e gathered to a ssist S u ­ 
perintendent Thom pson. 
A. C. French, su perintendent of the 
W ooten m ines, and J. E. Minley, m ine 
inspector, 
will 
head 
another rescue 
party as soon as batteries for electric 
lights arrive by special train. 
M em bers of the first rescue party 
say that the effect of the explosion un­ 
derground is indescribable. The bodies 
recovered w ere horribly burned and 
unrecognizable. 
One 
body 
w as 
im ­ 
paled on broken timbers. 
A sim ilar explosion in w hich twenty- 
four w ere killed occurred in the sam e 
property Jan. 
23, 
1907. 
T he bodies 
w ere not recovered for w eeks.

W ith the crisis past, the mecurial 
French tem p eram en t faces the su bsid­ 
iary troubles with a light heart, but 
the papers already are sou nd in g a note 
of w arning that the lesson m ust not 
be forgotten; that m ea su res m ust be 
taken to avoid a repetition of the d is­ 
aster. 
T h is can be done by the co n ­ 
struction of a cut-off in the way of a 
canal or a large underground conduit 
around Paris.

w ent out from the Edison shops in 
West Orange, N. J., for its first tryout 
w as placed on tho tracks of the Public

hours w ith perfect siieecss. 
It will bo 
run off and on for several weeks in 
order that the inventor may get an ac­ 
cu rate line on Its perform am es. 
The interesting feature in the now 
Edison oar is th at it is run by a stor­ 
age battery. 
About tins I a tf e n there 
is nothing new 
The novelty is in tilt* 
em ploym ent of the battery to run a 
street car. 
To compote w ith tho type of street 
oar already in operation on all street 
rail wa;, s 
namely, tin* trolley car the 
storage battery ear will nave to offer 
a considerable im provem ent either in 
economy or in olla iom-y. 
T h at it will 
do both is the expectation of tin* in­ 
ventor. 
Tho now oar sots out to do 
not I. hip lo s s than drive the trolley ear 
out of business on a great portion of 
tin* lines w here It b o w operates. 


Li g ht n es s an 
Essential 
F e at ur e. 
Tile s im ple ear of the type of which 
so m uch is exp ected cost som ethin,'’ 
lik e $5,OOO to build. 
T he oar w as built for and partly by 
tho Edison works. 
T here the truck 
w as designed and built altogether. The 
body w as built almost entirely of alu­ 
m inium by a finn of ear builders in 
New 
York according to designs fur 
ti Is bed by the Edison works. 
As a result of this careful construc­ 
tion Edison lias a ear of the very lignt 
est 
weight consistent w ith strength 
and durability. 
Lightness is the es­ 
sential featu re of the new car. 
The 
need of lightness is th e reason that 
m ade it Impossible to take an old trol­ 
ley c a r of tile regulation type aud 
equip it vrith tile Edison battery. 
T h e car minus its storage batteries 
is som e 50 per cent lighter than the 
best m ade trolley cars in regular use. 
it w eighs less than four tons without 
Its batteries. 
T h e large cars now in 
use w eigh up to tw enty tons. 
Thus, 
doubling the w right of the present E di­ 
son car, as would be necessary to pro­ 
duce a c a r of equal capacity w ith the 
large 
trolley 
cars, 
the 
Edison 
car 
would weigh about h alf as much as 
the approved modern service car. 
T he reason for this extrem e and 


so m ew h at costly lightness o f construc­ 
tion lies in a featu re essential to Hie 
sto rag e battery car. 
it Is obliged to 
carry all its pow er w ith it In tile form 
of a storage b attery of considerable 
weight. 
T he weight of th e battery in 
the experim ental car recently put on 
tho streets adds over a ton to the to­ 
tal w eight of the ear, bringing it up to 
five tons. 
Iii view of tliis handicap of over 25 
per cent extra weight, the need of a 
light car is evident. 
To obtain the 
sam e am o un t of work from a heavier 
built car ti m uch heavier battery would 
have to be installed. 
Edison bases the 
practicability of the new ear on the 
proposition t lint a serviceable car can 
be built m uch lighter than it usually 
is at present. 
The tests of the new car 
are intended quite tis much to prove 
tin* stanclm ess of this light build tis to 
d e m o n s t r a t e the sm ooth ru nn ing of its 
st o r a g e b attery and motor. 
lf. II. Beach, one of Mr. E dison’s as 
sistalits, has handled Hie new car idea 
for Iii iii and lias attended to tile de­ 
tails of building the present experi­ 
mental car. 
Its length is half th at of 
tin* regulation modern trolley ear. 
Its 
capacity is tw enty-six persons seated 
as against fifty-two. 
It sits on a sin­ 
gle truck of four wheel.- 
instead of 
tw o tru ck s of four wheels each. 
Its 
body is of alum inium instead of wood. 
Its p latform s and doors .are of the 
hit -st and lightost patterns. 


B a t t e r y Is Placed U n d e r C a r Seats. 
The storage battery itself tak es up 
no needed room. 
T he battery is lilied 
up under the car seats. 
T w en ty long, 
narrow crates are aligned under the 
se a ts in rows. 
These crates each con­ 
tain a group of five battery cells. Each 
cell is a sq uare sided metal can ra th ­ 
er like ti square oil can in outw ard 
appearance. 
The crates are equipped 
w ith handles at either end and can be 
lifted iii and out lire so m any soda 
bottle cases. 
Each cell weighs thirteen pounds. 
T he cells are filled w ith a m ixture of 
Iron and nickel scrap In an alkaline 
medium and are the sam e as those In 
use in th e ordinary Edison storage b a t­ 
teries. 
T here are 2oO cells, w hich w ith 
their cases weigh about 2.SOO pounds, 
constituting the total w eight of the 
battery. 
This battery, according to Mr. Beach, 
who installed it, supplies fifteen horse­ 
power for eight hours. 
Tile pow er is 
sufficient to run the experim ental car 
at a speed of tw enty miles an hour, 
so that the car is considered as able 
to run eight hours tit tw enty miles an 
hour. 
Tile voltage is about 150. which 
Is tuit one-third of the voltage in use 
on tile ordinary trolley lines. 
it is 
the lower voltage that m akes the light­ 
er <!ir ti necessity with the present 
storage battery. 


P r a ct i c a l V a l u e of t he Car. 
The saving made possible by a prac­ 
tical form of the car originated by 
Edison was described by an officer of 
the Public Service (‘orporation of New 
Jersey, which is closely following the 
perform ances of the Edison car. 
Ile 
said: 
The fact is that as traffic increases 
Street 
car 
companies 
are 
constantly 
obliged to increase the capacity of tHeir 
power plants. 
Tills requires a great out­ 
lay, while, on the other hand, the full 
power is used only during the brief rush 
hours. 
Traction companies pay Interest 
tw enty-four hours a day on groat capital 
outlays for electric plants, the full ca­ 
pacity of which is employed for perhaps 
only two hours a day. 
The storage bat­ 
tery car can be stored with power at any 
time of day. 
It Is possible to load its 
batteries during the hours when ordinari­ 
ly the power house is well nigh inactive 
From tiffs statem ent it is readily to 
be seen w h at service the Edison car 
could 
render on congested 
lines 
in 
cities, w here the trolley w ires are tap­ 
ped for every spare w att of pow er aud 
the electric bulbs tile dow n red and the 
fuses b u rn out because of falling volt­ 


age. 
T he storage b a tte ry car could be 
em ployed on these lines as a ru sh hour 
ear at the sam e tim e w ith the regular 
trolley cars. 
It would take up the ex ­ 
tra 
passengers 
w ithout 
m aking the 
extra call on the cu rren t of the troika 
wire. 
This is regarded by Edison as 
the most im m ediate use of the storage 
battery car. 
It is not for th a t reason 
necessarily the most extensive of the 
c a r’s possibilities. 
Yet an o th er possibility of the Edison 
c a r lies in an oth er direction. 
Th * 
country 
is honeycombed 
with 
rural 
traction projects 
w hich 
have never 
been carried out because they are a 
business propositions ju st below a fair 
prospect of return on tile investm ent. 
T he cheapest type of trolley line costs 
under favorable conditions about $1.50 
to $2 to lay per foot of track and about 
75 cents to $1 per foot of overhead in­ 
stallation. 
Itt m any instances an indi­ 
vidual pow er plant is needtnl and adds 
a third elem ent to the projected cost. 


How It Saves Expense. 
In these projects for cheap eleetri 
lines th e injection of a new element 
such as the Edison car will entirely 
change the calculations. 
Iii the first 
place, it will do aw ay w ith the cost of 
overhead installation, su bstitu tin g for 
it only tile extra cost of the Edison 
car. an enorm ous saving in lilies of tin­ 
type th a t is perhaps ten mile s long or 
m ore and runs but one or tw o occa­ 
sional cars. 
Furtherm ore, in most such 
cases the need for a comparative!; 
large pow er plant will lie done aw a; 
with, since a small, cheap dy nam o will 
easily lie able to charge the Edison 
storage baUerlos at leisure. 
T he prospective result of tiffs is mort 
rem ote perhaps, but vastly more im 
p o rta u t than any o ther possibility o. 
tln> Edison car. It m eans literally lur 
drolls of thousands of miles of uov 
electric lines, bringing contact with 
th e civic centers, 
the 
m arkets, 
the 
mails and tile news to the most iv 
mote rural regions. 
It m eans a new 
era of railroad building, a change it) 
economic conditions, the social change 
or th e closer affiliation of the farm ing 
population w ith neighboring cities, the 
grow th of tile sm aller cities and a host 
of other tilings, vast an d uncertain, 
tn a t cannot yet lie seen.
